Commission for the Last 


Fiscal Year. 


An Eihanstive Report of the Work Done 


and Proposed for Improvement 


of the Channel. 


Estimates for the Next Year—Reasons 


for Increased Cost of Improve- 


ment. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 2.— 


The repovt of tbe Mississippi Hirer Coin- 
in isslon, covering its operations from Oc- 
tober 1, 183i, to tlie eudof the fiscal year 
(June 30tb), Is made public. The works 
at various points are briefly described in 
general terms in the report proper, and 
the detailed reports oJ tbe officers in 
charge of tbe work are submitted as ap- 
pendices. 
Tbe Commission ci'es tht 


acts of Congress under which Its acts, 
and quotes from its own previous re- 
ports statements of Its plans and pur- 
poses, which it comments upon. 


Tbe plan, it says, contemplates tlie 


closing of outlets; both low river outlets 
and crevasses, tbe contraction of the 
waterway of the river where the widths 
are excessive and tbe navigation bad, 
and the maintenance of tbe banks. 
In 


tbe execution of the plan, thus briefly 
outlined, and iu strict accordance witb 
its original intent, and for no other ob- 
ject or purpose, the money appropriated 
by Congress has been expended. 
Tbe 


total cost of bank revetment between 
Cairo and Vioksburg up to June 30th, 
1885, has been $2,240,000, and of works 
for 
contracting 
channel, 
82,500,000. 


A very considerable portion 
of 
the 


sum expended for bank revetment was 
designed to give piotection to certain 
cities, sites 
and 
harbors — Memphis, 


Yicksburg and others. 
Some of these re- 


iiulred special and prompt treatment. If 
Delta Point bad not been belli by revet- 
ting its banks with mattresses at consid- 
erable expense, the city of Vicksbiirg 
would Ion;: before now have been pracu- 
cally an Inland town, entirely cut off 
from tbe river. At Memphis great values 
weiealso put iu jeopardy by a rapidly 
caving bank, which threatened to carry 
off a portion of tbe city. Bank revet- 
ments, as offering the onlv possible means 
of arresting the danger, was successfully 
applied in this case. 


"It has been claimed," says the Com- 


mission, "lhat the ctivina of binn'.i should 
be arresUd by works of channel contrac- 
tion at the wide places above, ind much 
unwarranted stress seems lo havo been 
:aid 
on a hypothetical discussion intro- 


duced into the first report of the Com- 
mission; while it is stated theoietica^ly

as, for example, where a caving bend 
is about to attack In flank and carry 
away costly works ol improvement, or 
produce a disastrous cm off, or when a 
city's river front Is to be maintained, 
as at Vicksburg, or a portion ol a city 
itself is to be protected against uuder- 
minlng, as at 
Memphis, then it is be- 


lieved to be imperative that tbe local 
remedy of holding tbe banks intact by 
a mattress revetment, or other equiva- 
lent device, should bo adopted. 


The Commission renew the

The cost of improving the Mississippi 


River, tbe Commission says, in the man- 
ner and to the extent contemplated, will 
doubtless considerably exceed the esti- 
mate formerly submitted by the Com- 
mission. For this there are two reasons: 


1. That it has been found necessary to 


make nse of stronger and firmer aud 
therefore 
more 
expensive 
methods 


of construction than those upon which, 
Irom tbe want of experimental knowl- 
edge, the estimate was based: and, 


2. That the percentage of loss from 


floods has exceeded what was formerly 
thought to be a fair allowance for this 
contingency. 


Much of this loss, however, would 


have been spared imd the stronger meth- 
ods of construction been resorted to at 
an earlier day, aud future loss from this 
cause may therefore, In some measure be 
avoided. In other respects, also, tbe 
experience gained In the application of 
new and untried devices can not fall to 
tend iu the direction of economy. 
There 


must be no just ground for apprehension 
that tbe ultimate cost of this Improve- 
ment will be Immoderately great, or will 
exceed what the Government will bo 
fully 
justified 
in 
expending 
upon

work,

large and so varied Interests arc in- 
volved. 
In order, however, that the in- 


creased depth already secured upon two 
reaches of bad navigation maybe utilized 
nnd made of some practical value, the 
improvement should be extended r.p 
stream aud down.
